FRENCH MINE DISASTER. | 


The most appalling colliery: disaster | 
ever recorded has occurred at Cour- | 
riéres, a httle town in the department. | 
of Pas de Calais, in Northern-Exrance. 
One thousand two hundred and thirty 
miners have perished in en explosion 
in the pit. 

Ths Courriéres is one of the largest 
nining companies in France, with an 
output of 3,000,000 tons a year. It 
is considered that work will be im- 
possible for a year. 

The aftermath ofthe disaster must | 
be appalling. The entire district 
depends cn the mines for subsistence, 
and, apart from the distress among 
the widows and crphans that. must 
inevitably follow, the _ result. of 
thousands of men being thrown sud- 
denly out of work will have the most 
serious effects. j 

The scenes round the pit mouth | 
have 4 pathes deeper than the after- 
math of a great battle. Fully 25,000 
people, most of them women and 
children, surrounded the shafts, and | 
fought desperately with the soldiers 
to obtain a glimpse. both of the dead 
and of the survivors who were being | 
brought up. } 

Terrified men, women, and chil- | 
dren hurried to the shafts muttering | 
the names of their fathers, husbands, 
and brothers who were in the mine. 

The crowd swelled every minute, 
and by midday there were fully 
25.000 people facing the guard of 
gendarmes and. soldiers who sur- 
rounded the pit brow. 

The crowd very soon grew out of 


hand, and the gendarmes had the 
greatest . difficulty in restraining 
women from throwing themselves 


down the shafts. 

Some fainted and were trampled 
|on by the surging and excited mob 
| that struggled to the shafts. Eventu- 
| ally a forée of military had to be 
telegraphed ' for. 
| -Eor hours following the explosion, 
and after desperate struggles, occa- 
sional survivors were brought to#the 
surface through the galleries to the 
ladders that remained undamaged in 
of the shafts.

In several cases. where the pit 
props had fallen in, the rescuers could | 
hear faint cries on the other side of | 
harriers, and were unable to reach 
| the imprisoned men.

An extraordinary thing in’ connec 
tion with the catastrophe is that, | 
unlike mest‘of the collieries” in’ the | 
Calais district, those concerned had 
been made to communicate. with each 
other, to facilitate rescue in case of | 
disaster. ‘I'he result has been exactly | 
the opposite to what was intended, the | 
fire and gas being allowed to pene-| 
trate from pit to pit. |
